Please  do  not  underestimate  the  intensity  of 
feeling  about  thrse  issues  which  along  with 
Vietnam  are  dividing  our  country.  Thoughtful 
Americans,  both  on  and  off  our  campuses, 
cannot  help  but  be  troubled.  I  urge  you  to  do 
everything  in  your  power  to  bring  this  war  to 
a  close.

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Shakespearean  Festival  At  Central 


A  Shakespearean  Festival  is  on  at  Central.  For  the  second 
year  in  a  row,  the  Theatre  and  Drama  Division  opened  the 
season  with  a  play  by  the  Immortal  Bard.  In  1970,  “The 
Tempest”  raged  on  McConnell's  hoards  for  two  weeks  in 
November,  and  in  1971,  William  Shakespeare's  "Hamlet” 
volil<M|uiied  in  a  stark,  dramatic  setting  designed  by  Peter 
Vagenas. 

An  able  cast;  terse  direction  by  Betty  Evans;  and  lavish 
costuming  by  Beverly  Sullivan  brought  off  a  very  competent 
production  of  “Hamlet". 

Roger  Sullivan's  Hamlet  was  a  musing,  moody  and 
impenetrable  hero  waging  the  lonely  battle  of  inner  conflict. 
Sullivan's  performance  was  set  off  well  by  that  of  Kim 
Bennett  as  Laertes,  the  contrasting  man  of  action  and 
decisiveness.  Terrence  Parker  was  engaging  as  I’olonius,  the 
hypocritical  lordchamberlain  who  caters  royal  favor  for  his 
son,  Laertes,  and  daughter,  Ophelia.  Paula'  Everest  played 
Ophelia,  giving  a  most  moving  portrayal  of  the  ill-fated 
maiden's  decline  into  madness.  The  audience  responded  to 
the  black  humor  of  the  graveyard  scene  thanks  to  a  sprightv 
performance  by  James  Hawkins  as  the  gravedigger. 

Sadly,  Shakespeare's  Hamlet  doesn't  quite  make  it  for 
today  s  audience.  Poetic  probing  of  a  man's  soul  falls  on 
sleeping  ears  which  awake  only  to  screams  of  death  in 
films  of  violence.  We  don't  dig  inner  conflict  of  a  tragic  hero. 
We  want  our  heroes  at  least  bloodied  if  not  unbowed.  Yes, 
sadly,  this  is  the  year  of  Sam  Peckinpah's  “Straw  Dogs"  and 
Stanley  Kubrick  s  "Clockwork  Orange".  Both  films  werr 
bloody  and  shocking  enough  to  satisfy  our  appetite  for 
vicarious  violence.  Bloody  enough  to  placate  a  people  inured 
to  faraway  death  . , ,  after  a  decade  of  assasinations  and  kill 
counts.

Blanche's  illusions  of  gentility  and  pushes  her  over  the  nebulous  line  of  sanity.  A  superb  cast,  appropriate 
set  designs,  and  the  direction  of  Patricia  Romanov  made  the  production  of  Streetcar,  one  of  the  nest  ever 
presented  by  Central's  Speed!  and  Drama  Department.

The  Nominating  Convention  was  reinstated, 
and  like  the  GOP  and  DEMO  versions  it  was  a 
seriocomic  affair.  The  ASC  elections  inspired 
the  usual  number  of  voters  with  1 1%  of  the 
student  body  voting.
